Coyn, Coyned in Ire/and, by the Command of the late King Zames, in the 
years One thouſand ſix hundred and cighty nine, and one thoufand fix hundred 
and ninety, to pals for Shillings, Halt-Crowns, and other ſpecies, bearing pp” 
on one ot the two f1des of rhe Shillings, rhe number of rwelvemarked rhus, XII. 
with the mark of F.X. The Halt-Crowns the number of XXX, with the ſaid 


mark F. X. and o of other ſpeczes : Imported into this Kingdom, and vented 


for ſix peny Scots Pieces, or otherwiſe, whereby Our Liedges are greatly abu- 
ſed : Therefore We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, Have 
thought fir ro Diſcharge, and hereby Diſcharges the Importing of the ſaid baſe 
Coyn of rhe forefaid ſpeczes or marks, or any other whatſoever : 'As alſo the 
Vending thercof,and giving or taking thereof by way of Change, under the pains 
following,vzz. Tha: the Importer rhereot into rhis Kingdom in any quantity ex- 
ceeding a pound weight, ſhall be impriſoned by the Judpe ordinar of the Bounds, 


where he ſhall be apprehended, and Hable to the puniſhment by Law inflicted | 


en Venters of Falle Coyn : And that any other Importers, Venters or Our- 
givers of the faid baſe Coyn, in any quantity greater or ſmaller, ſhall be lyable 
in the pain of twenty pounds Scots torzes guotzes, hallto the Informer,and half 
ro the Poar of the Pariſh, ro be exaCted by the Judge ordinar of the Bounds with 
all rizour. OUR WILL IS herctore, and We Charge you {tritly and 
Command, that inconrineart rheſe our Letters tccn, ye pals to the Mercat-Creſs 
of Edinburgh, and the remanent Mercat-Croſles of the whole Head-Burghs of 


| all the Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there make publick In-
